To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council o 

Mr «  Chairman,  Mrs®  Wright  &  Gentlemen, 

It  is  important  that  those  who  may  peiuse  this  report  should 
be  reminded  of  its  limitations*  One  would  not  present  it  as  an 
all  embracing  account  of  the  state  of  health  of  the  inhabitants 
of  this  Rural  District  but  rather  as  a  report  on  matters  as  are 
known  concerning  Public  Health  within  the  administrative  area  of 
the  Council*  The  Health  Department  of  the  Council  is  responsible 
for  environmental  hygiene  and  control  of  infectious  disease*  To 
carry  out  this  duty  it  has  a  staff  of  3  whole  time  Public  Health 
Inspectors  (one  being  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector)  and  two 
part  time  Medical  Officers® 

One  of  the  main  problems  of  the  previous  three  years,  that  of 
the  gypsy  encampment  at  Cobham,  has  now  fortunately  taken  its 
place  in  history,  but  the  Council  were  reminded  of  their  sojourn 
when  a  local  land  owner  was  successful  in  action  through  the 
Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  which  decided  in  his  favour  under  Sections 
9k  and  99  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936 » 

Many  well  intentxoned  people  remote  from  the  squalor  of  gypsy 
life  might  well  consider  the  Council's  present  policy  of  immediate 
movement  of  itinerants  who  try  to  settle  in  their  area,  as  harsh, 
but  having  established  a  site  for  12  families  with  all  amenities 
they  must  act  as  a  responsible  authority  with  a  primary  concern  for 
the  well  being  of  residents  in  their  district* 

There  is  only  on©  solution  to  the  difficulties  posed  by  the 
wayside  itinerants  and  that  is  the  provision  of  sufficient  sites 
with  numbers  of  families  kept  within  managable  groups  and  each 
family  provided  with  its  own  lavatory  in  a  communal  block. 
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The  experience  in  this  district  with  some  5^  families  of 
up  to  200  individuals  in  total  was  salutary  -  the  toilet  facilities , 
which  included  water  closets  $  urinals*  baths  ,  showers  and  wash  hand 
basins  rapidly  became  a  shambles  and  neither  the  Council  nor  the 
site  operator  could  control  the  destruction »  Again  one  must  take 
a  long  term  view  of  the  problem  posed  by  this  section  of  the 
population  and  hope  that  rehabilitative  measures  may  be  more 
productive  in  the  rising  generation*  should  little  response  be 
forthcoming  from  the  adults,

This  raid  year  estimate  by  the 
Registrar  General  was  2f360  in 
excess  of  the  previous  years 
figure  being  indicative  of  the 
steady  increase  in  the  population 
of  the  District, 


There  was  an  increase  of  16 
over  the  previous  year’s  total 
births  * 

The  birth  rate  per  1000  population 
(as  corrected  by  the  comparability 
factor)  was  18, ?8  being  lower  than 
the  previous  year*  s  figure  of  20*93 
still  compared  favourably  with  the 
national  average  for  England  and 
Wales  of  18,.10 


The  stillbirth  rate  of  16*51  per 
1000  total  births  was  slightly  in 
excess  of  the  National,  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  of  15*80 

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  11,49 
per  1000  total  live  births  which 
compared  very  favourably  with  the 
rate  for  and  Wales  of  19*00, 

Fluctuation  of  figures  at  local  level 
is*  how ever 9  to  be  expected  when  one 
is  dealing  with  relatively  small

numbers*  Of  the  total  number 
of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age 
of  9 i  there  were  included  in  that 
figure  6  deaths  under  one  month 
of  life. 

This  total  was  5*81%  of  the  total 
births  but  while  an  increase  over 
the  previous  year 1  s  figure  of  4*2 % 
it  remained  below  the  National 
average  for  England  and  Wales  of 
7*6?%.  None  of  these  infants  died 
during  the  first  year  of  life* 


The  corrected  death  rate  was  10*33 
per  1000  population*  This  rate 
compared  favourably  with  the  National 
figure  for  England  and  Wales  of 
11*50  per  1000  population* 

The  main  causes  of  death  retained 
the  usual  pattern  being  - 

(a)  Degenerative  disease  of  the 
Circulatory  System  - 

53%  of  total  deaths 

(b)  Cancer  (all  forms) including 

9  males  and  3  females  who  died 
from  Cancer  of  the  Lung)  - 

21%  of  total  deaths 

(c)  Diseases  of  Respiratory 
System  (excluding  Cancer)  -

The  Local  Health  Authority  (Kent  C*C.) 
is  re sponsible  for  promoting  preventative 
inoculation  against  Diphtheria*  Whooping 
Cough  and  Poliomyelitis  as  well  as 
vaccination  against  smallpox  and  figures 
showing  the  numbers  covered  during  the 
year  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

The  advent  of  an  approved  vaccine  for 
protection  against  Measles  may  eventually 
bring  about  effective  control  of  this 
common  infectious  disease  of  childhood. 

4  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  1  of  N on - Pu Imon ary  origin  were 
notified  being  in  keeping  with  the 
previous  year’s  figure* 

The  total  number  of  persons  remaining 
on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  1?0  being  an  increase 
of  6  over  the  previous  year’s  total 9 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
occupied  in  the  district  24  houses 
which  had  been  accepted  by  the 
Council  as  unfit  for  human  habitation 
under  the  Housing  Act*  1957  some 
having  been  occupied  for  up  to  5  years 
since  the  order  became  operative. 

The  actual  number  of  houses  reported 
to  the  Council  during  the  year  under 
review  for  action  within  the  Housing 
Act*  1957  was  1. 
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ENVIRONMENTAL  Progress  towards  elimination  of 

HYGIENE  the  pail  closet  and  privy  in  the 

district  continued,  but  there  remained 
at  the  end  of  the  year  15 8  houses  with 
pails  and  6  with  privies  out  of  a  total 
of  11,252. 

WATER  SUPPLY  The  supply  from  public  water  mains  was 

satisfactory  and  routine  samples  are 
taken  for  analysing  both  by  the  Water 
Board  Chemist  and  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory. 

There  are  15  houses  on  private  supplies 
and  56  use  standpipes  and  these  receive 
special  attention. 


STAFF  Mr*  E*J*  Bristow  died  on  6th  September, 

1965  having  served  the  Department  loyally 
and  efficiently  for  the  past  7  years. 

Mr*  C.D.  Uden  was  appointed  Rodent 
Officer  from  1st  November,  1965  * 

Mr.  J.D.  Button  additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  resigned  from  27th  August,  1965 
and  the  Department  was  without  a  replace- 
ment  to  the  end  of  the  year. 

I  am  grateful  for  the  information  given  by  officers  in  other 
departments  of  the  Rural  District  Council  which  has  aided  me  in  preparation 
of  the  report  as  well  as  the  County  Medical  Officer  for  his  continued 
co-operation  in  the  supply  of  appropriate  statistics. 

The  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  join  with  me  in  recording  our 
appreciation  of  the  interest  and  support  shown  by  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Health  Committee  in  our  work  during  the  year.

WATER  SUPPLIES 


At  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Healthy  Circular  1/65  the  following 
comments  are  recorded 

All  parishes  except  Hailing  are  provided  with  a  public  water  supply 
operated  by  the  Medway  Water  Board „  Hailing  Parish  is  supplied  by  Mid 
Kent  Water  Company. 

The  water  has  proved  to  be  satisfactory*  both  in  quantity  and 
quality*  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  resident  domestic  population  and 
36  bacteriological  and  3  chemical  samples  were  taken  during  the  year. 
Supplied  from  wells  both  within  the  Rural  District  and  adjoining 
district,  the  hardness  of  the  water  ranged  between  2?6  and  336  parts 
per  million.  One  other  chemical  sample  was  taken  from  a  private  well 
which  was  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

The  chemical  analyses  are  shown  on  pages  11*  12  and  13. 

The  water  is  not  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action •

FAMILY  WELFARE  SERYICE 


This  service  is  provided*  with  the  parents*  consent,  in 
households  where  the  habits *  behaviour  and  standards  of  living 
of  the  family  are  much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the 
society  in  which  they  live®  The  three  main  objectives  of  the 
service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families*  to 
improve  the  welfare  of  the  children*  and  to  keep  the  families 
together  and  prevent  their  break-up®  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a 
follow«up  service  for  nine  months®  In  families  where  there  is 
medical  evidence  of  mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the 
service  after  the  initial  period  of  three  months  may  be  approved 
for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the  youngest  child 
reaches  compulsory  school  age® 


HEALTH  VISITORS
